Another happy thing said about the believer is that 
he already has everlasting life. John the Baptist tells us 
this, as recorded in John 3:36. 

“He that believeth on the Son hath everlasting life: 


and he that believeth not the Son shall not see life; 
but the wrath of God abideth on him.” 

Suppose we take that first part of verse 36 and put 
it in modern English. It will read: “He that believes (or 
trusts) on the Son has everlasting life.” H-A-T-H means 
“has”, present tense. The one who trusts in Christ alreadv 
has everlasting life. He is saved and baptism is not essential 
to his salvation. He ought to be baptized, and there are 
many other things he ought to do to please Jesus, because

Other places in the Bible are just as clear in teaching 
that fo the penitent believer baptism is not essential to 
salvation, since he is already saved. For instance, in the 
first epistle of John, I John 5:1 (not the gospel of John), 
we find the following statement: 

“Whosoever believeth that Jesus is the Christ is 
born of God: and every one that loveth him that begat 
loveth him also that is begotten of him.” 

So many times in the Bible before this, we are told 
that one who believes in Christ as Saviour, as the Son of 
God who died for our sins, has everlasting life, that we are 
not surprised to find this teaching. The believer in Christ 
“is born of God.” Notice that this verse does not say the 


believer will be born of God as soon as he is baptized. He 
is ALREADY born of God, present tense. As soon as one 
believes in Christ, he IS a child of God! It would be 
right, then, for him to be baptized, but to this believer.

There aré positive statements before, but here the 
Saviour says, “Verily, verily, I say unto you”. These are 
emphatic words of the Saviour Himself. “Verily, verily” 
means “truly, truly” or “emphatically” or “certainly”. 
Jesus is here calling particular attention to an emphatic 
statement of the doctrine that the believer is already saved 
without baptism or other good works. One who trusts in 
the Father trusts in Christ for Jesus said, “I and my 
Father are one” (John 10:30). Notice three things that are 
said about the believer. 

1. The believer “hath everlasting life.” That is present 
tense, the béliever has that; without baptism. 

2. The believer “shall not come into condemnation.” 
This penitent believer, about whom we talked in the de- 
bate, can never come into condemnation, this verse says. 
His sins are hidden under the blood of Christ, not only 
those sins up to the time of his baptism, but all his sins. 
Therefore he is already saved before he is baptized. 

3. The believer is “passed from death unto life.” The 
believer has already been born again, made alive by the 
Holy Spirit, and has passed out of death forever, into life 
forever. That is another way of saying that he has ever- 
lasting life.

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justified by the law of Moses.” 

How blessed and clear is the Word of God. How all 

inclusive are God’s all’s. “All” that believe in Christ are 
justified from “all” things. 

And notice again that the salvation mentioned here is 
already present. All believers “ARE justified.’” Every one 
who puts his trust in Jesus Christ as his personal 
Saviour, depending on Him for salvation, has it that in- 
stant, is already justified. To be justified means to be 
counted just before God, counted righteous. So every poor 
sinner who puts his trust in Jesus, is instantly made into 
a justified child of God. Therefore, to this penitent believ- 
er, it would be impossible for baptism to be essential to 
his salvation. He already has salvation. 

III 
TO MAKE BAPTISM ESSENTIAL TO SALVATION 
WOULD CONTRADICT THE PLAN OF SALVATION 
GIVEN BY OLD TESTAMENT PROPHETS, JESUS, 
JOHN, PETER, AND PAUL 
Above, in Part II, we have given case after case 
where the Scriptures state that the believer already has 
everlasting life, is already born of God, and shall not come 
into condemnation and is justified from all things. Those 
Scriptures plainly tell what is the state of a believer in 
Christ. They say that the believer is already saved. Now 
I want to show that passages which tell how to get saved, 
give the same plan of salvation as the Scripturés which 
gay that the believer is already saved. 
JESUS AND NICODEMUS 
In the third chapter of John, we have the case of 
Nicodemus, a lost Pharisee, who came to Jesus at night, 
Jesus told this Pharasee that he must be born again. Nico- 
demus, like so many others who believe in a formal re-

Brother Oliphant, during the 
debate was in a hard’ place sever- 
al times. It is not surprising that 
on the spur of the moment he 
sometimes made foolish answers 
to important questions. For in- 
stance, in trying to get away 
from the fact that the publican 
in the temple was converted and 
went down fo his house justified, 
without being baptized, Brother 
Oliphant said, ‘““‘The Publican was 
simply an apostatized child of 
God’, and gave as proof the fol- 
lowing. The Publican would have 
not been allowed in the temple 
unless he was circumcised, and if 
he was circumcised, then he was 
of the spiritual seed of Abraham 
and a child of God! Of course

embarassment when I showed that 
he had begun to read in the 
middle of a sentence, in verse 
12, and that the first part of 
the same sentence expressly told‘ 
that the prophet was not speak- 
ing of Jesus at all, but of Joshua 
the son of Josedech, the high 
priest, when the children of Is- 
rael came back from Babylon. 
Christ is not even mentioned, and 
the Scripture in that same sen- 
tence expressly states that it was

was joining in with those that 
deny the Genesis account of 
creation, calling it allegorical 
and figurative, with those who 
deny the literal story of Jonah 
and the whale, the literal virgin 
birth of Christ, literal resur- 
reaction, etc.. the water got warm. 
He said that I was misrepresent- 
ing Alexander Campbell and 
other former “Church of Christ’’ 
leaders in saying that they be- 
lieved in a literal millennium of 
a literal thousand years, and 
kindred matters. But when Il 
called attention to the fact that 
Alexander Campbell called his 
paper ‘‘The Millennial Harbin- 
ger’’ and that this publication 
continued for approximately a 
half century as the principal 
organ of the whole movement in 
which all the principal] leader 
wrote 1 got his goat.

I do not know 
where it will be, but I believe 
it.”” Naturally there was a great 
deal of amusement and I sgsup- 
pose I was mean enough to 
thoroughly enjoy it.

About the funniest thing of 
the entire debate was when, on 
the fourth night, I got Brother 
Oliphant to admit that there will 
be a literal millennium of a lit- 
eral thousand years. Brother Oli- 
phant had already said that the 
word “millennium” was not in 
the Bible, that the thousand years 
was only mentioned one time, 
and that in the most figurative 
book in the Bible and in speech 
after speech had tried to dis- 
credit the idea that Christ would 
reign on the earth for a literal 
thousand years. He particularly 
objected to the literalness of my 
teaching and stated that surely 
I must know there were figures 
of speech in the Bible. Instead 
of taking a frank position as a 
postmillennialist he tried to teach 
that there will be no millennium. 
But when I showed that in deny-| 


of the debate, called me 
“*Brother’’. I had told the peopie 
all along that I was not sensi- 
tive on the matter and was not 
offended because Brother Oli- 
phant did not call me “Brother’’, 
but I wanted to know why. I was 
a penitent believer and was bap- 
tized, so why\shoud he not call 
me Brother. I\ called attention 
to the fact that Ananias called 
Paul “‘Brother’’) before Paul was 


baptized, and yet Brother Oli- 
phant would not call me 
“Brother’’! Brother Oliphant had 


already said that after one was 
converted he was no longer a 
Jew or a Gentile and that after 
that it made no difference at 
all. But that was in the first de- 
bate when he didn’t know the 
term ‘“brother’’ would come up 
about Paul’s conversion. Never- 
theless, he answered that Ana- 
nias must have called Pau! 
“Brother” because he was a 
“brother” Jew. To that I re- 
sponded that on the same basis 
he could call me ‘‘Brother”’ -be- 
cause he and I were both Gen- 
tiles! At last he capitulated on 
that point and agreed to call me 
‘*Brother’’ if I would understand 
that he simply meant ‘‘brother’’ 
Gentile and not a “brother” 
Christian. I told Brother Oli- 
phant that if I had plenty of 
time I felt sure I could get him 
straight on all the good points 
like I did on the fact of a literal 
millennium and on calling me 
“Brother’’.

The speeches were warm, 
in fact hot, and very earnest. 
He naturally opposed my teach- 
ing and I exposed his misuse of 
Scripture, to the best of 
ability. Nevertheless he did not 
doubt my sincerity, and at the 
close of the debate shook hands 
with me, saying that he had a 
higher regard for me than he did 
at the beginning and I expressed 
a like sentiment for him. I have 
earnestly~prayed, and I now cail 
on all to pray, that God will 
open his heart to the truth of 
the premillennial coming of 
Christ, and far more important 
to the truth that we are save 
by grace and not by works; that 
the blood of Jesus Christ is the 
sinner’s only hope—that salva- 
tion does not depend on our 
works of righteousness but simp- 
ly on the mercy of God. We want 
him to believe in baptism and be-
